The Library without Mrs. Kertis? The mind boggles. But she 
has folded her tent like the Arabs and is really going away. 
Those thousands of books she selected, catalogued, and looked 
after for twenty-eight years are already beginning to look forlorn. 
No books anywhere have ever had a more faithful guardian, no 
library a more dashing collection, no school such a jewel for 
Librarian. 

Book-lover Mrs. Kertis assuredly is. But she loves Richmond’s 
with a passion. When the old school was going to be torn down, 
Mrs. Kertis received repeated summonses to become head of 
Pinole Valley’s brand new library. After a few daydreams, she 
divided Richmond’s library in half, made the hair-raising move to 
South Campus, and a second one back, three years later. This was 
like taking down the Great. Pyramid and putting it back up. 

Of course Mrs. Kertis loves Richmond High, too, She is not, 
after all, a book, or even bookish; no one knows her like a book, 
either. She zs a rather mysterious, private, sensitive, yet wonder- 
fully friendly and kind human being. Even those who never will- 
ingly open a book, love to come to her library. The pictures, 
flowers, plants, as well as the happy atmosphere, reflect her own 
spacious personality: her love of beauty, art, the out-of-doors, 
wildlife and all things growing. 

Mrs. Kertis inherited expansive qualities from two seafaring 
grandfathers, who settled in California after the Civil War. Her 
father, the distinguished landscape painter, John Henry Ramm, 
taught her to love poetry and literature; her mother, Antoinette, 
instilled in her a madness for scenic nature. Her love of music, 
however, came out of the air in San Francisco. For not surpris- 
ingly, Mrs. Kertis is a native San Franciscan. She is also a U.C. 
Berkeley graduate with a Phi Beta Kappa key. After a stint with 
“Sunset Magazine” she fled to Northern California, where she 
taught English and Chorus in the village of Fort Jones and more 
of same in Placerville later on. Placerville was Camelot, for here 
she met and married handsome John Kertis. From romantic 
countrysides she went back to college for librarian credentials. 
Finally, in 1945, she became the new and peerless bibliophile of 
Richmond High School. 

Mrs. Kertis was suddenly widowed in 1959 when John was 
taken by a heart attack while both were clearing brush from the 
grounds of their Placerville home. This blow to her personal 
happiness she gamely, gradually learned to deal with. Books 
helped; she still has the habit of reading far into the night. And 
faithfully she journeys between her and John’s house in San 
Rafael and the one in Placerville, just as in the old John and 
Beatrice days. Perhaps in retirement she will break out of this 
orbit and take in the whole world, like her forebears or like her 
marine-artist brother, John Milton Ramm, of Alameda. Whatever 
she does, she will have her very own book, this SHIELD, to take
